“The greatest of all questions 
that 
can come before the human 
mind for decision was brought be­ 
fore Pontius Pilate when he de­ 
manded to know of the populace in 
Jerusalem what he should do with 
the Christ when they charged him 
with treason and other crimes," de­ 
clared Rev. F. A. Dean, pastor of 
the Second Presbyterian church In 
Virginia avenue, Sunday night. 
He spoke upon the interrogation 
of Pilate who exclaimed: 
“What 
shall I do with Jesus which la call­ 
ed Christ?" 
“Pilate did not dare act boldly 
according to the dictates of his own 
conscience and according to the 
Justice of the casa. He gave the 
wrong answer and delivered Jesus 
to he creamed," he said.
